Washington, D. C., May 3.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Investigations of the failure of 
aircraft production by two depart- 
ments of the government loomed up as 
probabilities today as a result of dis- 
closures made in the senate aircraft 
inquiry and charges made in the re- 
ports of Gutaon Borglum and the 
Snowden Marshall committee. 

Secretary of War Baker is e! 
the Borglum report to determine 
whether there is a basis for official ia 
vestigation. 

Attorney General Gregory said the 
department of zustice stood ready to 
launch a complete investigation upon 
request of the president or of congress. 

The president is understood to have 
determined to act at once by ordering 
departmental investigations, thereby 
heading off further investigation by 
congressional committees. 

If the dual investigation is ordered 
it is likely the war department will 
confine itself to probing the charges 
against army officers ‘with a view to 
determining whether courts martial 
should be held. The department of 
justice investigation would go into the 
question of criminality involved in 
charges of graft in the alleged wasting 
of hundreds of millions of dollars in 
aircraft production. 

Asked if he would state his ‘attitude 
on the question of investigating the 
aircraft charges, Secretary Baker said: 

“The war department of course will 
welcome any evidence of wrongdoing, 
if there be any wrongdoing in any of 
its branches, and will investigate.”

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IRISH HOME RULE 
BILL LIKELY TO 
BE COMPROMISE 


LONDON, May 3.—The form of the 
new home rule bill continues to be the 
subject of discussion in the newspapers 
and among politicians. 


According to the belief current at 


Westminster, the Irish parliament will 
be given powers which will be a com- 
bination of those recommended by the 
Irish convention’s majority report and 
those outlined by the letter written by 
Premier David Lloyd George to Sir 
Horace Plunkett, chairman of the con- 
vention. 


It is expected that control of cus- 


toms and excise will be reserved to the 
imperial government until after the 
war, as stipulated in the premier’s let- 
ter, but this will be offset by the grant 
of a large sum of money for Ireland 
from the imperial treasury and 4 few 
millions for urban housing. 

The Ulster committee will be a fea- 
ture of the parliament, this committee 
having power to veto over legislation 
affecting Ulster exclusively, possibly 
over the administration.

No member of the American expedl- 
tionary forces now is astonished if 
receives a letter five or six mon 
after it was mailed, but it makes him 
pretty mad. If by some phenomenal 
circumstance he receives a letter fif- 
teen days after it was written in the 
United States, every man in the regi- 
ment knows 78 * it. 


At home the e n postal serv- 
ice is exceedingly efficient both as to 
speed and accuracy, although it prob- 
ably would be improved by adopting. 
some of the regulations prevailing in 
the European posts.

Mail to civilians in France from the 
United States reaches them easily with- 
in two and a half weeks, unless there 
is an unusual delay in steamship move- 
ments, and often mail is received in 
France by civilians within twelve to 
fourteen days after it is mailed.

There is a regulation in the United | 


States army abroad that it must use 
the army postoffice for the mailing of 
all letters, whether to the United 
States or not. But some of the mem- 
bers of the forces in France, anxious in 
special instances to convey some bit 
of news rapidly, have dropped their let- 
ter in the French postoffice of the 
town where they happen to be sta- 
tioned. The result 1s quite satisfactory. 
The letter is quickly sent to its desti- 
nation, and the sender can feel fairly 
sure that the letter will arrive regular- 
ly within a e time. 


In a few ne army officers’ may 
be stationed where perhaps there may 
be no regular army postoffice and they 
receive their mail direct through the 
French postai service. This is even 
more satisfactory for receiving than 
for sending letters, as far as speed is 
concerned, Such a system puts the 
letter on ‘the same basis as civilian 


The army postal regulation requiring 
the soldiers amd officers to use the army 
postoffice is maintained for the pur- 
poses of censorship, and men who live 
up to the spirit of the army do not vio- 
late it when they are in camps. 

In the éarly days of the postal ser- 
vice to the American forces in France 
there was a great deal of looting of the 
mals. Packages sent from home 
reached the soldier with perhaps a 
box of @igarets or a box of cigars or 
some other article clearly torn from 
the package in transit. Often whole 
packages would fail to reach their des- 

on.

Jack Dempsey was a clear winner over 
Billy Miske in the St. Paul auditorium 
last might in a fast but featureless 
battle. There was not a suggestion of

Miske found in Dempsey an oppo- 
ment whose offensive tactics bothered 
him and who had a rather effective 
style of blocking or slipping the Miske 
punches. In his former battles with 
big men, Miske found them slow, and 
he was able to make a showing of ag - 
gressiveness against them. Dempsey 
met the St. Paul boy a little more than’ 
half way on this sort of thing, and 
Miske never thoroughly solved the 
Problem of how best to meet the style 
sof battle he found hithself against. 

How the Rounds Went. 

Dempsey started a dancing battle 
with Miske in the first round, and kept 
it up. He never allowed his rival to 
get firmly set, and Miske does not 
shine as a deliverer of punishment 
until he can assume his usual spraddle 
Stance. Dempsey kept him well out of 
this throughout the fight, and as a re- 
sult the scoring of the rounds showed 
the following tally: 

First, even; second and third, Demp- 
sey; fourth, Miske: fifth, even; sixth, 
Miske, seventh and eighth, Dempsey 
ninth, Miske; tenth, Dempsey. |

Dempsey proved himself every whit 
as clever a boxer as Miske and abie 
to hit harder. While Miske landed 
Diows with all his power behind them, 
he was never able to faze Dempsey 
for a minute. The beating of Miske 
Was a much cleaner cut one than that 
administered by Fulton a few weeks 
ago, aithough Fulton also had a clear 
shade on points. Dempsey inflicted 
much more punishment and in a more 
workmanlike style than Long Freder- 
ick did in winning his point edge over 
the St. Paul boy. 

Jack Better at All Styles. 


Dempsey showed his class both at 
fighting and sparring. Miske was clev- 
er at both ends of the game, but Demp- 
sey seemingly had the call most of the 
time.
